Voters in precincts 1, 2 
and 5 will vote at Town Hall; those 
in precincts 3, 4, and 6 will vote at

Letter spurs complaint

A letter signed by five members 
of the Wilmington School Commit- 
tee is the basis of a complaint to the 
district attorney's office. Cathryn 
Gillis wrote to Assistant District 
Attorney Catherine Sullivan to 
complain of a possible violation of 
the Open Meeting Law. 

The violation would be that five 
members of the committee signed 
the letter, which was never dis- 
cussed or mentioned in open 
session. The letter was signed by 
Peg Kane, Shirley Callan, Linda 
McMenimen, Paul Palizzolo, and 
Brad Jackson. 

The letter appeared in last week's 
Town Crier and two other papers. 
It cOntained a rundown of action 
taken in the past year by the school 
committee, attempting to refute 
charges that the committee has 
been "off track.” 

The charges had been leveled by 
Suzi Spiris Rooney and Bob 
Surran, who are candidates for 
school committee in the recall 
clection next week 

Gillis, a principal organizer of 
the recall effort, wrote in her 
complaint tha the letter was drafted 
by Kane, who had it delivered to 
the homes of fellow school com- 
mittee members by way of the 
school mini-bus drivers, at town, 
expense. 

The letter quotes School Com- 
mittee Chairman Robert Peterson 
as stying he did not sign the letter 
because it could be perceived as a 
unified stance by the committee 
against the recall, The seventh 
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member of the school committec, 
Philip Fenton, also had refused to 
sign the letter 

The Open Meeting Law requires 
that no public board meet without 
first posting the time and place of 
the meeting. It further prohibits 
action that would arrive at a 
consgasus of the board outside of a 
posted meeting, 

The law has few tecth, however. 
If a violation is found, the remedy 
is to simply overturn the action 
There is no other penalty on the 
individual members involved. 


TV) that the recall people would be 
soliciting signatures last fall,” said 
Gillis.

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Manager recommends 
$35.2 million budget

Saying he has taken "the direct, 
conservative approach,” Wilming- 
ton Town Manager Michael Caira 
on Monday presented his 
recommended FY 1994 budget of 

,197,461 to the board of 
selectmen. The proposed budget 
Tepresents an approximate increase 
of $1.4 million in estimated 
expenditures for FY'93. 

Caira told selectmen, while the 
town has successfully implemented 
a program of fiscal austerity for 
the past three years, this spending 
plan gives voters a chance to adopt 
“a maintenance of effort" budget 
which will allow for a continuation 
of current services. 

The FY'94 budget includes a 
school budget of $12,901,496, a 
municipal budget of $11,231,847, a 
Shawsheen Tech budget of 
$1,182,253, and capital outlay for 
both town and school departments 
totaling $150,714. Last year Caira 
allotted no money for capital 
outlay. Last year's original school 
budget was $12,100,641. But with 
a state aid grant of $287,200, the 
schoool department was able to 
operate with a $12,387,841 budget 
for the current fiscal year, said the 
manager. The actual municipal 
budget for FY'93 — was 
$10,724,925. 

Caira said he was projecting level 
funding for local aid this year with 
the exception of $404,000 in pupil 
aid for the school department 
because of the much publicized 
school reform legislation. Should 
that aid fail to materialize, added 
the manager, both the school and 
town departments would share the 
reduction equally, 

While the manager has no control 
over reductions in school person- 
nel, he did point out municipal 
government would lose four full 
lime positions and one part time 
position with his recommended 
budget, One of the full time 
positions is that of a deputy fire 
chief, which would become vacant 
upon the retirement of the present 
fire chief.The consolidation of the 


water and sewer billing function 
with the treasurer's office would 
necessitate reducing the water and 
sewer billing staff by one person 
As a result of consolidating the 
water department) maintenance 
Operation into the Department of 
Public Works, two maintenance 
positions will remain vacant and 
unfunded, Caira also recommends 
eliminating one part time clerk 

To help pay for the proposed 
budget, Caira expects there will be 
increases in available funds. These 
increases, he said, can be attributed 
to.expected local aid to schools, a 
projected decrease in spending on 
health insurance and 
additional revenue generated by the 
increase in the town's levy lymit 
The FY'94 tax levy is estimated to 
be $23,766,485,

The Legislature worked on a bill 
all last year, With the new legisla- 
live session, the governor is 
pushing for the bill, which would 
provide state subsidies for many 
local school systems. 

Town manager Michael Caira 
said that what he was dealing with 
was the bottom line. He anticipated 
that if there is a net gain, that an 
increase could be split between the 
municipal side and the schools, If 
that is not allowed, then he would 
change his recommendations. 

If the legislature says we have to 
appropriate $163,000 to education 
in order to get $400,000, that's no 
big deal,” he said

What started, out as a quiet 
presentation of factsThursday night 
quickly turned into an intense ques- 
tion and answer period as approxi- 
mately 60 concerned parents raised 
objections to several plans to re- 
allocate space in the Wilmington 
School System. 

The meeting was the second of 
three Set-up by the Space Needs 
Subcommittee to review the pros 
and cons of plans most favored by 
the subcommittee. Members had 
been meeting for the past three 
months on the issue to try to reach 
an equitable solution to an 
immediate lack of space, primarily 
at the Shawsheen and Wildwood 
elementary schools, and a second 
space problem anticipated in the 
near future due to increasing 
enrollment. 

The three options up for discus- 
sion were: to reclaim the Boutwell 
School from Abundant Life, 
which is currently leasing the buil- 
ding from the town, to ease the 
burden on the elementary schools; 
to move all fifth and sixth graders 
into the North Intermediate School 
and all seventh and cighth graders 
into the West; and to move all fifth 
graders into both middle schools 
and all eighth graders up to the 
high school. In addition,one parent 
suggested all preschoolers and 
kindergarten students be moved to 
the high school where there 
currently is additional space. 

Business Manager Peter DeRoeve 
presided over the meeting. He said, 
depending on which plan is 
approved by the school committee, 
the subcommittee hopes to reorga- 
nize space in September. DeRoeve 
stressed that the subcommittee, 
which includes School Committee 
member Peg Kane, Assistant Town 
Manager Jeff Hull, and Building 
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Parents favor plan to take 
back the Boutwell School 


Supt. Roger Lessard, is only 
seeking feedback at this point and 
has not yet made a final decision. 
He said keeping the status quo was 
always an option, This option 
would see class sizes increase 
beyond the 25:1 ratio that is in the 
teachers’ contract; would eliminate 
elementary art, music, and 
computer rooms; may necessitate 
redistricting of some pupils; and 
could lead to problems with lack of 
space for resource rooms, said 
DeRoeve. 

In an informal survey of those 
present, a majority went along with 
the plan to reclaim the Boutwell 
School. Only three people favored 
the fifth and sixth grade and 
seventh and eighth grade configu- 
rations. No one favored moving up 
the fifth and eighth grades to 
different buildings. A few favored 
the proposal to locate younger 
students at the high school and 


dismissed DeRoeve's argument that - 


there was not cnough room to 
isolate these students from the 
regular student population 


In discussing the pros and cons of 
each proposal, DeRocve explained 
the Boutwell School would not be 
available until August 1, 1994. In 
addition, said Lessard, it would 
cost the town an estimated 
$100,000 to ready that building for 
occupancy. When the business ma- 
nager noted the town might have to 
go for an override of Proposition 
21/2 to obtain the moncy, one man 
cried out, "forget it.” 

"Ultimately in this community, 
(the) dollars rest on you," DeRoeve 
said, 

Parents seemed most angered by 
the plan to move cighth graders out 
of the middle-schools. 

"The bottom line is money. Our 
eighth graders are going to be 
destroyed if we put them into the 


high school,” said Debby Thomas. 
She claimed some parents may 
remove their children from the 
system if that option goes into 
effect. 

Catherine Bennett had strong 
words for the plan and claimed it 
would hurt not only the eighth 
grade students but the middle 
school concept as well. 

North Intermediate Principal 
Michael Tikonoff agreed. 

"Losing the eighth grade is 
detrimental to their development," 
he said, adding the concept is "on 
the verge of great things” and such 
a change would be a setback. After 
the mecting, Tikonoff told the 
Town Crier the best solution would 
be for the town to look at a five 
year plan to build a new middle 
school. 

"If you say this is what we want 
to do in f years, this can be 
done. There are funds avaiable," he 
maintained. 

Many questions were raised by 
the parents who asked such things 
as why they couldn't set up 
portable classrooms and why the 
town didn’t take over the Boutwell 
earlier when the lease was up. 
DeRoeve replied both solutions 
would have cost money the town 
didn't haye. When parents asked 
about using the Glen Road School 
(the present town hall), Lessard 
explained the building was in the 
town's control and it would be 
expensive and cumbersome to take 
it back. As anger increased, 
DeRoeve laughingly backed up the 
auditorium aisle saying,” I don't 
know how Phil and Oprah do it; all 
I know is Geraldo got hit by a 
chair." The audience roared and 
calmed down. 

Another informational mecting 
on the space options will be held 
during this Wednesday's school 
committee meeting.

When one generation has built a 
family business, and it's time to 
hand the reins over to the next 
one, what's the best way to do it? 
Family dynamics aside, it's smart 
to consider the tax angles. 

The wrong way to do it is 
simply to hand over the 
ownership. The tax bite is 
tremendous, and the founder 
generation loses all income from 
the business at one time. The 
better way: gradually transfer the 
stock from parent to child, ideally 
in parcels no larger than $10,000 
a year from each parent.

While the parents can transfer an 
additional $600,000 worth of 
stock during their lifetime without 
tax consequences, it's advisable to 
leave them enough to support 
their lifestyle. It may make sense 
for the successor/offspring to 
purchase life insurance on the

If this recall election were a mixed drink, which it 
really is, I think they'd rank it with a Kamikaze or Pearl 
Harbor. Those fancy potions made best at the Kowloon on 
Route One always appear less harmless than they really 
are, but when they hit you in the stomach you wish you 
had never partook in the first place. 

When all is said and done, regardless of the winners and 
losers, Tuesday's election will be remembered like a Pearl 
Harbor. It may have tasted just yummy, making you feel 
like you were doing the right thing, but when you were 
finished it was hard to make sense of it all. 

1 don't know how many people are willing to admit it, 
but I'll be the first to confess I've leamed a thing or two 
during this campaign. I've learned that those parents 
supporting the recall, including most of all Kathy Gillis, 
are sincerely convinced that the two incumbent school 
committee members lied about their children, ‘an offense 
not tolerated by maternal or patemal instincts. Parents 
who speak privately have depicted the pain and 
humiliation some football team members experienced 
when they returned to Wilmington High after hazing 
details were released, which Gillis and others maintain is 
false information from the get go. 

On the flip side of this sharp coin are two offended 
board members who maintain that the football camp 
hazing incident was not a walk in the park and that 
freshmen were violated in the worst terms. Shirley Callan 
in particular has tackled this issue with the religious zeal 
of a reincarnate Malcolm X. Her Strategy, however 
despised by recall supporters, is to make Tuesday's vote a 
plebiscite not on her conduct but instead on the buming 
issue of hazing in and of itself. 

As always, Callan is playing the savvy politician and 
executing clever tactics. One of the first rules of politics 
is to make the other guy the issue, and for Callan the 
other guy is hazing and all the accompanying, ugly 
undertones. 

Should Callan survive Tuesday she'll survive the next 
great flood; and maybe it's consistent, considering her 
uncanny ability to persist just as the political community 
is recruiting pall bearers for the political funeral. 

On the other hand, even cats only have nine lives. Both 
Callan and McMenimen have attracted impressive 
opponents and in Callan's case her opposition is most 
striking in contrast. Bob Surran is the consumrnate local 
Populist, almost revered for his community service and 
considered to be polar opposite to Callan in character. 
While Callan, with her abrasive nature, seems to relish 
the give and take of politics, Surran tactfully avoids the 
controversial paths of the day and may be just the 
stabilizing force voters are looking for to put the school 
committee on a more positive track. 

None of this is to suggest Linda McMenimen has a free 
tide on Tuesday, but her liabilities pale in comparison to 
those of Callan. Simply put, McMenimen seems to know 
when to back off and let the hot embers die. However, 
McMenimen's opponent is impressive. Suzi Cushing's 
personal story 'is testament to individual courage and 
fortitude. This side of the race could be a squeaker and if 
McMenimen survives it will be attributed to the fact that 
her negative rating doesn't match Callan's. 

Callan is likely to lose on Tuesday. She seems to be the 
focal point of parents’ anger and has done little to 
ameliorate her detractors, as she proved with her 
inflammatory statements last week to the Lowell Sun. 

Other predictions? The easy one is this — turnout will 
be much higher than expected. That 'silent majority,’ 
defined differently by different people, will be hardly 
silent on election day. 

Already..Profiles in Courage 

In the world of Massachusetts politics there are few men 
like John O'Brien and Dan Leahy, the freshmen 
Democratic senators from the Merrimack Valley who've 
decided against going along to get along. 

O'Brien and Leahy, unlike too many of their political 
compatriots, have kept their campaign promises to oppose 
Billy Bulger’s re-election to the senate presidency. Yes, 
the votes are mostly symbolic. Bulger has retained his 
tight grip on power and O'Brien and Leahy have suffered 
the consequences with committee assignments that are less 
than showy. But their constituents will be better served by 
senators who will henceforward be known and respected 
for exhibiting that rare commodity on Boston Hill - 
courage. 

O'Brien, representing Tewks- bury, had every personal 
Teason to support the senate president. The formal legal 
counsel to the ways and means committee, O'Brien enjoys 
an amicable relationship with Bulger. But O'Brien put 
this personal feelings aside, favoring instead -the 
overwhelming attitude found anywhere outside South 
Boston that Bulger has stifled democratic debate in the 
State legislature and should himself be censored. Bulger 
has consistently opposed the sentiments of voters as 

~exhibited recently in the term limits debate, or what little 
debate the president even allowed. 

If O'Brien an Leahy’s colleagues exhibited the same 
nerve and fortitude Bulger would not be holding the gavel

's it all about?

Ifthere is an aludance of anything in Wilmington these days, it 
is misinformation about the nature of next Tuesday's recall 
election. 

Probably the greatest misconception is that the recall is on the 
hazing incident! last summer. While the controversy that has 
muddied the town started at the football camp, the election will do 
nothing about that incident. It will in no way change the 
punishment that was issued and,then reduced. 

It will do nothing to ease the ‘hunt felt by the victims of thé 
hazing: It will in no way silence the taunting that Wilmington 
youngsters have had to endure throughout the fall season. 

The recall election is actually about lying, and pursuing an 
agenda that has nothing to do with education. It is about being 
willing to hurt children to achieve that agenda. 

The hazing incident is only the background. What is at issue 
here is the conduet of two-school-committee-members who seized 
on that hazing incident and used it and its victims as an 
opportunity to take another shot at the superintendent and his 
friends in the athletic department. 

When Shirley Callan appeared on television on Sept. 26, talking 
about the hazing incident, talking about students urinating on 
other students, she knew that the urination had not happend. Yet 
that did not stop her from saying that it had. 

When Linda McMenimen spoke with the Lowell Sun, she had no 
problem with telling the reporter that in 1981, students had been 
forced to eat dog feces. She knew that it wasn't truc, but she said 
it anyway. 

Those lies have turned the entire student body of Wilmington 
High School into victims, When students go to out of town events, 
or even wear a school jacket out of town, they are taunted, And 
much of the taunting is based on the lies that went out in the 
media. 

This election is not about the past, and it is not about freedom of 
speech. It is not about two "brave" women who were not afraid to 
speak out against hazing. It is about two school committee people 
who lied and hurt a lot of children by doing so. 

This election is about the future, and who will serve on the 
school committee. Will the committee lead the way for a positive 
educational program in Wilmington? Will the members of the 
school committee be-running on an education agenda, or are there 
still a few people in the school system they would like to "get"? 

If the voters see fit to return Callan and McMenimen to office, 
it will be a statement that it is all right to lie and it's all right to 
hurt children. It will be a statement that nasty politics is more 
important than education, more important than children.

Cats must have 
rabies shots 


All cats in Massachusetts must be 
inoculated against rabies by the 24th 
of February, The recent outbreak of 
the dreaded disease among the 
raccoon population of the state is the 
cause, according to Al Sylvia, 
publisher of the North Reading 
Transcript. Sylvia had recently 
spoken with the State Public Health 
Veterinarian, Mike Meguill. 

The current outbreak among 
raccoons is traced back to 1977 in 
West Virginia. The disease has 
migrated northward to 13 states, 
among them Massachusetts, 

Since September 44 cases of rabies 
have been diagnosed in raccoons 
and other animals in this state. 
Included in the count were one fox, 
two skunks, one cat and one 
woodchuck. Additionally, 
approximately 15 bats are 


diagnosed with rabies in 
Massachusetts cach year. 

In past years the most prevalent 
link to rabies has been the dog. A 
state law was passed requiring 
immunization of dogs against rabies 
before licensing. That state law has 
all but removed any connection 
between wild animals and humans, 
for the passing of rabies. 

Cats are now singled out as the 
most prevalent connection between 
wild animals and humans, in the 
passing of rabies. This resulted in 
the new state law which requires 
that all cats be immunized by 
February 24. 

Residents of Massachusetts should 
be cautioned to stay away from 
stray animals, and to warn children 
to avoid wild animals of all kinds.

The Woburn Times on January 26 
published a story of a man named 
Martin Hanley who had just 
received a medal from the Russian 
Republic. Hanley in World War II 
had been a crew member of a ship 
which carried munitions to 
Murmansk, a Russian seaport east of 
Norway. 

American seamen who knew of it 
called it the "Stalin" medal. 

The "Murmansk Run" was about 
as deadly as any convoy route in 
World War II. "PQ" was the British 
code letters for that route. PQ 17 
was "The Fourth of July Convoy" in 
which many Americans lost their

Some did not return. 

A Greek born boatswain, serving 
on the SS Willkeno, on which this 
writer was second mate successfully 
made that voyage The writer cannot 
remember his name. 

After World War II this writer 
was told that the boatswain was 
awarded the "Stalin" medal. With it 
was a promise of $5 a month for the 
rest of his life. As far as this writer 
knows the medal was given only to 
crew members, not to ship's 
officers.

Tech budget will 


increase by $470,340 


by Arlene Surprenant 

A school budget of $11,065,196 
was approved by the Shawsheen 
Tech School Committee Tuesday 
night for fiscal year 1994, The 
figure reflects a $250,000 cut in 
state aid and a 4.25 percent 
increase over last year's 
$10,594,856 budget. 

"This (budget) is very conser- 
vative in terms of state aid," said 
Supt.-Director Charles Lyons. 

He pointed out most of the 
$470,340 increase will come in 
salaries, equipment, and fixed 
costs. For example, salaries next 
year will increase four percent or 
$284,907. However, there were no 
pay raises last year, said Lyons, 
Last year, equipment costs were 
kept to $250. In FY '94, that 
account will increase by $82,518. 
Fixed costs will increase by one 
percent or $40,877. Other budget 
increases are in the area of 
textbooks ($29,540), supplies 
($19,144), miscellaneous and debt 
services ($7,315), contract services 
($3,443), and tools ($2,596). 
Lyons added he will continue to 
eliminate staff positions through 
attrition, 


Selectmen 


At their meeting, committeemen 
also approved total assessments of 
$7,438,309 for next year. That 
figure should come down 
"significantly," said Lyons, because 
it's based on a worst case scenario 
and assumes the education reform 
formula will not pass. Wilmington 
is being assessed $1,285,681. 
Wilmington Town Manager 
Michael Caira budgeted for an 
assessment of $1,182,253 in his 
recommended budget presented to 
selectmen Monday night. Tewks- 
bury is being assessed $1,950,688. 
The five member towns are 
assessed according’ to the number 
of students who attend the voca- 
tional school. Lyons said he was 
optimistic that enrollment would 
gO up next year, 

The supt.-director said approving 
the budget is only a beginning. In 
the next few months Lyons plans to 
talk to finance committees and 
town meeting voters to explain the 
budget and the need for the 
approved assessments. 

"The budget process is a dynamic 
process" requiring "reasonable 
people" to work together, summed 
up the administrator.

on new cable law

The Wilmington Board of 

Selectmen on Monday signed a.let- 

ter to the Federal Communications 

Commission (FCC) suggest- ing 

ways to provide greater consumer 
protection for cable subscribers 

The board had until January 27 to 
comment on rate regulations which 
will be forthcoming as a result of 
the Cable Television Consumer 
Protection and Competition Act 
passed by Congress on October 5, 
1992, The FCC has been given 
authority to establish the regu- 
lations for this law, which is a 
comprehensive act governing the 
activities of cable operators. 

Both Assistant Town Manager 
Jeff Hull and Tony Carnabuci, 
chairman of the town's Cable TV 
Advisory Task Force, met with 
selectmen Monday to discuss the 
suggestions, Those suggestions 
include the following: 

+ Subscribers should not be 
required to purchase program 
services in addition to a basic tier 
of service. 

+ A single basic tier must be 
established to. prevent cable 
companies from driving up costs 
by expanding the number and type 
of offerings, 

* Cable companies should con- 
form to-a benchmark, or average 
cost of service. 

+ The cable company must be 
required to present their proposed 
rate increase at a public hearing 
before the cable franchising

authority. 

+ Municipalities should have the 
ability to impact the expanded tier 
price. 

+ The subscriber should be-able to 
easily identify and understand the 
access fee. 

* Cable companies should not be 
allowed to increase the price of all 
tiers of programming until after 
the FCC has established its 
regulations. 

According to the selectmen's 
letter, cable companies are using 
the comment period ending Janu- 
ary 27 as “an opportunity to 
increase cable rates." 

The town has a ten year contract 
with Greater Boston, which was 
taken over by Continental Cable- 
vision. The contract is up in 
February, 1997, Carnabuci main- 
tained that the biggest "sticking 
point" in the new law is pricing for 
the basic tier, He explained when 
his group negotiated the contract 
for the town, "we had no right to 
bargain at all." He added the new 
law would address that problem. 

Chairman Mark Haldane noted 
that the main problem with cable 
rates was the lack of competition, 
Selectman Chester Bruce asked if it 
would have been feasible for the 
town to take only a five year 
contract, Carnabuci replied federal 
and State law mandated the length 
and it isn't worthwhile for cable 
companies to invest less time ina

present the remediation and further 
use plans for the Industri-Plex 
Superfund site in Woburn, to a 
sroup of industry officials, 

The presentation was part of a day 
long seminar focusing on how the 
remedy or clean up of a site can be 
designed with the future use of the 
property as an end goal, 

Industri-Plex is in Nort Woburn, 
245 acres of former industrial land 
which has been empty of buildings 
for years, The site is just south of 
the bound between Woburn and this 


town, and is the empty land visible 
to persons going south on Interstate 
Route 93. 

The site in previous years was 
termed the origin of the so-called 
"Woburn Odor," produced from a 
mixture of buried hides and wastes, 
over many years dating back into 
the 19th century. 

It is now cited as the first 
Superfund project in the country to 
be slated for redevelopment. The 
Industri-Plex site was used for 
diggussi i seminar which 
‘was psi ehr yt aaa a 
nationalynon-profit; organization 
involved with public policy 
regarding waste sites.

conducted to determine the final 
remedy. The current phase of the 
remediation process is expected to 
be completed by 1995.

Dear Larz: 

I am writing in the hope that you 
might be able to answer a question 
or two that I have concerning the 
removal of a refrigerator from my 
house through the Wimington 
D.P.W.'s program to recycle for 
the town. 

The refrigerator in question has 
had the freon removed by a licensed 
AC person. He is required to 
remove the freon in an environ- 
mentally safe and responsible 
manner. Both he, and his company 
are expected to and do follow the 
strict guidelines of the law. 

My question stems from the 
following situation. The licensed 
AC person, and two other 
technicians with whom I spoke (also 
licensed), do not know anything 
about these "freon free" tags 
required by the D.P.W. of 
Wilmington. They have all stated 
that they have never heard of these 
lags, or where to obtain them. 
Wouldn't you expect people who do 
this type of work AND who are 
licensed would know about this 
requirement? Why not, and/or how 
does a licensed tradesman obtain 


these tags? 
When I called the D.P.W. to 
request the removal of the 


refrigerator (now “freon free"), I 
was told that I needed a tag to 
certify that it was "freon free." It 
seems that the only way to obtain the 
tag was to contact one of the three 
companies on the D.P.W.'s list to 
have the freon removed to obtain 


the needed tag. 

I assume that the companies will 
require payment for this service 
which has already been performed 
by a certified and licensed person. 
(Why do these technicians have 
licenses, if they are not qualified or 
to be trusted?) 

My dilemma is that without this 
tag, I cannot have my refrigerator 
removed and recycled (as it 
should)! 

Can you help settle this situation? 
How-can this be resolved? The 
licensed AC person was willing to 
put his name AND license number 
on the refrigerator to certify the 
item was "freon free" and done in 
full compliance with the laws (i.e. 
environmentally sound and 
correct). 

Do I pay for a tag for the removal 
of the freon by a company that did 
not perform the services? Do I pay 
for a sticker to certify "freon free" 
status of the refrigerator, when it 
was performed properly, AND in 
accordance with the laws, AND by a 
licensed person willing to put his 
name and license number on the 
refrigerator? 

Am I missing the point? Or, is 
there a problem with this situation, 
that a licensed person cannot 
perform the task(s) properly in full 
compliance with the laws? As I said 
- "everything was done properly, as 
it should be done."

While I am sympathetic tothe 
challenges of serving effectively on 
committees, I was surprised that 
five members gave themselves such 
high marks. I had hoped the newer 
members would hold themselves to 
higher performance standards. 

What bothered me most was their 
associating themselves with the 


accomplishments of individual ~ 


teachers, I think this is intellectually 
dishonest and unfair to the teachers 
It's like the rooster claiming his 
crowing caused the sunrise. 

To add insult to injury, they also 
bragged about negotiating all 
contracts for one year with zero 
raises, These statements seem very 
insensitive to the staff's feelings. In 
one breath they take credit for the 
staff's accomplishments and in the 
next breath they brag about holding 
down the staff's pay. How would 
you like to work for people like 
that? 

During the past several months 
members of this group used school 
committee meetings as a political 
forum for bashing the chairman and 
the superintendent over petty 
matters. During the budget process 
they chided the high school 
principal for having too few 
students per class; then in 
September they told him he should 
have fought harder to save teacher 
positions How's that for talking out 
of both sides of your mouth? 

Confidential information about 
the superintendenys pay appeared in 
your newspaper and false 
accusations about Wilmington 
Students appeared in out of town 
papers. They brought Bella English 
in from Morrisey Boulevard in 
Boston to critique our character. 

The acting superintendent found 
he couldn't even hire a bus driver 
without being put through an 
inquisition. Not replacing bus 
drivers and gym teachers seemed to 
be major educational goals of this 
group. Members continued to use 
committee meetings as a political 
forum and even tried to con the 
police chief into vindicating them at 
a school committee meeting. 
Meanwhile, the Gifted and Talented 
Program has been neglected - again. 
But five members think they've 
been “on track,” 

In their letter they pointed to the 
hiring of a new superintendent as 
the most important decision a school 
committee can make. But they 
ignored the drift that existed during 
the past several months when the 
position was held by lame ducks. 
That's being "on track?" 

At one point in the letter the 
members seemed to embrace school 
reform, which would reduce the 
role of school committees and give 
more authority to school 
administrators. But in fact, the 
committee seems to be intent on 


increasing its control over the 
involvement in administrative 
matters. For example, the 
committee hails the work of its 
space subcommittee, which is 
studying long term space needs. But 
isn't this really part of the 
superintendent's job? Why is the 
committee so enmeshed .in this if 
they support school reform 
concepts? In business it's called 
micro-management and it doesn't 
work because it undercuts the 
authority of the professional staff. 
The professional staff should ‘be 
free from political pressures to do 
their job the right way, which is not 
always the popular way. The 
committee's focus should be 
broader - the big picture, not the 
minutia. 

The committee continued in the 
micro management direction when 
at their last meeting they adopted a 
new budget process that bypasses 
the superintendent. Under the new 
system, as described in your paper, 
the budget subcommittee will work 
directly with building managers and 
the business manager. In the past, 
the superintendent proposed the 
budget. Now, the superintendent 
appears to be out of the loop. So, if 
they truly believe that Geraldine 
O'Donnell is so competent, (and she 
certainly appears to be) why don't 
they give her the authority to 
propose a budget? How can she be 
an effective superintendent if the 
committee undermines her 
authority by working directly with 
her subordinates on space and fiscal 
matters?

Finally, the committee's letter 
alludes to the fact that they spent 
“hours of volunteer effort." What 
is their point? Are they saying they 
don't enjoy being on the school 
committee?

Lots of people in this town put in 
lots of volunteer hours and there 
seems to be no shortage of 
candidates for school committee. So 
what's the point? 

[tis not my usual practice to write 
letters critical of town officials. But 
in their letter, school committee 
members said if this committee is 
not "on track we defy anyone to 
show us how." If this challenge went 
unanswered they might view the 
silence as an endorsement of their 
behavior and performance of the 
past several months.

Dear Larz: 

We are writing you concerning a 
proposed development called 
Buckingham Estates. 

Our homes are all new 
construction located in the area of 
Buckingham Street, off Aldrich 
Road in Wilmington. The majority 
of the residents in this area are 
young professionals who are first 
time home buyers. For the most 
part, both spouses work in order to 
support the mortgage payments. 

After dealing with several 
building code violations by the local 
builders, we raised concerns about 
the land at the end of Buckingham 
Street at a Board of Appeals 
meeting. We were told not to be 
concerned because that property 
was zoned R60. R60 zoning 
requires homes to be built on 
60,000 square foot lots. This zoning 
would allow only five more homes 
to be built, 

However, the local builders have 
found a way around this, as they 
seem to find a way around 
everything. They have offered to 


build several "affordable" homes. 
This basically allows them to bypass 
all local zoning. So, instead of 
having five more homes on 60,000 
square foot lots, we are now being 
faced with 23 new homes on lots as 
small as 7,500 square feet. 

There are currently 17 new houses 
in this area that are split gambrel 
capes. The 23 additional new homes 
are also being proposed as split 
gambrel capes. That would give us 
a neighborhood containing 40 split 
gambrel capes. While the builders 
will profit handsomely from this 
plan, the current residents will be 
left in an unattractive neighborhood 
with houses that have decreased in 
value, 

Sixty-six units of affordable 
housing are currently under 
construction in the Shawsheen 
Commons project. The Buckingham 
Estates project will include only 
five additional units of affordable 
housing. Five more units will have 
an insignificant effect on the towns 
goal of 10 percent, but it will have a 
very significant impact on the 
residents in this area. 

Are we against. affordable 
housing? No. But the builders didn't 
inform us of these plans at the time 
we bought our homes. Only now 
after all our homes have been 
purchased, did we hear of their 
plans to get around Wilmington's 
zoning laws. 

If we had known of their plans 
beforehand, would we still have 
purchased our homes? Probably 


not. Do we think this will have a 
negative impact on the value of our 
homes? Yes. If their plan is 


completed, will the result be a 

neighborhood that we will want to 
remain in? NO.

Outdoors column 


The tough search for 
pike and muskie begins 


by Bill Conlon 

Massachusetts is looking for a few 
good pike, and muskie. 

For some 20 years, the Division 
of Fisheries & Wildlife has been 
stocking northern pike and hybrid 
tiger muskies into waters all across 
the state. In some cases, the big fish 
have really taken off, such as the 
Concord River, upper reaches of 
the Charles, and even Silver Lake 
in Wilmington, 

And proportionately, fishing for 
the big predators has increased. 

Tiger muskies are sterile hybrids 
of the muskellunge, the biggest of 
the pike family. They can't breed, 
and the state normally puts them in 
waters with overabundant panfish, 
Once the tigers begin to feed, the 
panfish population starts dropping, 
and tiger muskie can grow large 
enough to threaten any other fish in 
the water. But as they don't breed, 
what the state stocks is all you get. 

Northern pike, on the other hand, 
seem to be breeding nicely, thank 


you. The Concord River is teeming . 


with pike, many oftthem enormous, 
but there are small ones caught as 
well. Pike over ten pounds are not 
unusual, and bigger ones than that 
have been taken from Silver Lake! 

But the state doesn't yet have any 
firm data about pike and muskies in 
Massachusetts, 

So, the Division is asking sporting 
goods stores and sportsmen's clubs 
to help with the record keeping. 

Since many of the pike.and tiger 
muskic come through the ice, the 
Division is concentrating upon ice 
fishing derbies as a way to gather 
information about the predators. 

If your club or firm is sponsoring 
an ice fishing derby, kindly contact 
Rich Hartley, Project Leader for 
the Warmwater Fisheries research 
project, at (508) 792-7270. Hartley 
feels that ice fishing derbies are an 
excellent opportunity to collect data 
on fish, and he will either attend in 
person or designate a “creel agent" 
io keep records.

First place and $300 went to Joe 
Amorino of Methuen for a bass that 
weighed 4,34 pounds; second spot 
went to Jerry Radcliffe of Lowell 
for his 4.32 pound pickerel; and the 
third place and $100 was awarded 
to Bill Werner of Lowell for a 3.93 
pound bass, The top three finishers 
earned a trophy for their efforts as 
well. Fourth place and $75 went to 
George Poulakas of Dracut for his 
3.93 pound bass that was just a hair 
shorter than third place; and fifth 
place was worth $50 for Tyngsboro 
resident Bob Bouchard for a bass 
that went 3.6 pounds.

WHY A "TEMPORARY" FILLING? 


Have you ever had your den- 
tist tell you he was using a “tem- 
porary filling” and wondered 
why? No, my friend, it is not a 
ploy so he can get a second crack 
at you. This is a perfectly proper 
dental procedure. 

It is referred to as “indirect 
capping,” and is used in cases 
where the nerve (or pulp) would 
be exposed if all the decay were 
removed from the cavity. 
Regarded as a conservative treat- 
ment, the application of medicat- 
ed cement in the temporary filling 
helps the pulp of the tooth to 
repair itself by containing the 


decay and allowing the buildup of 


a wall of tooth structure between 
the pulp and the decayed material. 


This is a “holding action.” 
When your dentist removes the 
temporary filling, he may take an 
X-tay to determine if the pulp has 
healed. If so, the balance of the 
decay is removed, and a perma- 
Nent restoration, or filling, can be 
placed in the tooth.

WILMINGTON - Wilmington 
officials are looking into the 
development of a townwide recy 
cling program which could 
include an expanded drop-off cen- 
ter for recyclables, curbside pick- 
up of recyclables or a combina- 
tion of both. 


WOBURN - The Woburn City 
Council has approved “yet anoth- 
er” proposal further defining busi- 
ness-related retail uses in office 
park zones.

“The latest proposal further 
outlines that business services and 
business sales, but not retail sales, 
are allowed in the office park 
zones. 

“Under the proposal, ‘business 
services and business sales estab- 
lishments, including, but not lim- 
ited to, the repair or adjustment, 
for apparel, appliances, or office 
equipment’ will be allowed in 
office park zones, in compliance 
with other existing regulations 


“For the purpose of this para- 
graph, the term business sales 
establishment shall not be inferred 
to mean or permit retail sales." 

“Ward S Alderman Paul 
Medeiros said, ‘I just wish there 
was a better way we could get a 
grasp over what type of retail goes 
in (to office park zones).”

on display at public library

ile savoring a 
Sunday morning 
. ¥ stroll through the 


damp fields and back roads of a 
quiet village in the Lakes region 
of England, Joseph Benenate 
pauses for a moment 

He aims his camera and cap- 
tures an image of the morning 
fog hovering just above a row of 
houses as if it were a security 
blanket protecting the occupants 
from the evils of the night gone 
by. 

There will be many more 
shots before the stroll is com- 
plete, and Benenate, acclaimed 
photographer, retired professor 
and life-long Woburn resident, 
will treat each one as if it’s his 
last. 

“My philosophy is if you have 
24 exposures, let them all be 
good,” Benenate said. “The New 
York photographers take 24 to 
get one just right. But each one 
of them is as interesting as the 
other.” 

Benenate is modest when 
describing his work. “Good” and 
“interesting” are understate- 
ments that cannot begin to 
describe his photo’s vivid com- 
position. A sample of Benenate’s 
work is currently on display at 
the Woburn Public Library, 
where 40 images of “The Lakes 
Region” can be seen until 
February 20. 

The friendly, 69-year old 
Benenate has done it all. He has 
toured the world with his cam- 
era in hand, worked on state-of- 
the-art technology for major 
corporations and taught his 
craft to eager students at the 
Rochester Institute of 
Technology. 

He is one of only a handful of 
Americans to be a permanent 
exhibitor at the Biblioteque 
Nationale of Paris. But success 
has not gone to his head. He 
almost forgot to mention that 
another of his collections is fea- 
tured at the Vatican Library. 

Now retired, Benenate lives 
alone in his Woburn home and 
tries to bring his experiences to 
life for neighborhood residents. 
He shuns from photo competi- 
tions in favor of free presenta- 
tions like the one at the library. 

“I’m a person who wants to 
share these feelings,” he said. 
“It's what I do. I want to give 
people the same feelings I had 
when I was there. If I can do 
that, I'll be happy.” 

As he walks through his col- 
lection at the library, Benenate 
stops on occasion, points to an 
image and recalls what was 
going through his mind at that 
time of the photo. One shot is of 
four bicyclists pedaling peace- 
fully over the rolling hills of the 
countryside. 

Benenate does not hesitate. 
He seizes the opportunity before 
the cyclists realize they were 
being watched. When they 
notice him, the four men wave 


to say hello and then continue 
their journey, But had he waited 
for the cyclists to acknowledge 
his presence, the shot would be 
lost 

“I want to be lost in the 
crowd,” he says. “I’m not there 
to change anything. I’m there to 
enjoy the scene and hopefully 
translate that feeling to others.” 

For his “Lakes Region” col- 
lection, Benenate said he simply 
walked through the villages and 
“whatever I liked, I just stopped 
and photographed. I design with 
my lens.” However, his shots are 
not completely random. He says 
instinct takes over and he ends 
up with a series of images that 
create distinct patterns 

“Story sequence” is 
Benenate's term for the pattern 
he shoots in. He said it’s a jour- 
nalistic technique that he 
instinctively uses. The result is 


that he will capture images in 
sequence that tell a story, and 
usually within five frames. 

As a young photojournalist in 
the 1950's, Benenate shot many 
fire rescue attempts. The “story 
sequence” would take over. The 
first shot would often be the 
most dramatic scene, such as a 
woman clinging to the ledge of a 
burning building. The next 
would fall in sequence, probably 
with a shot of the fire engine 
ladder. In these cases, an ambu- 
lance would always be the final 
image. 

The idea of the “story 
sequence” was for the story to 
be understood by using just 
images, no words. In the library, 
Benenate looks at a few of the 
“Lakes Region” photos and 
relates those experiences. He

right on the aisle, fourth, fifth, 
sixth row, depending on the night. 
That's really very good. 

“Tt’s gotten to the point now that 
I’m treated so well when I go to 
the theater I can’t even go to a 
movie and have a good time 
because when I go to the movies, 
it’s ‘Where are you going? The 
ticket line is over there.’ They 
treat me like garbage. I can’t take 
that any more because when I go 
to the theater, it’s ‘Ah, Peter, good 
to see you - here are your tickets.” 

“So I get treated very nicely, 
and that’s important.” 

And in flashes of creative pro- 
cessing, stories unfold, life 
lessons begin, 

“Let me point out the type of 
writing I do for ‘Theater Week,’” 
says Filichia, “I’m not quite a crit- 
ic, I'm a columnist. And I write a 
column called ‘Stagestruck’ and 
this is something I devised. 

“When you think of critics, you 
think of people who tear things 
down, criticize, who say, ‘This is 
what's wrong.’ What I do in my 
column is say, ‘This is what’s 
right.’ 

“You see, what I did is forge a 
niche for myself. 


“There are lots of critics in New 
York and when I saw this maga-

zine come out, I went down there 
and said, ‘Listen. How about this? 
Instead of just another critic, how 
about somebody who's a big fan? 
The people who buy your maga- 
zines obviously want to hear 
about theater. They're obviously 
interested. They obviously love 
the theater. What about a 
spokesman for somebody who 
loves the theater?” 

“They said, ‘You know, 
nobody’s ever done that before, 
We think that’s terrific. You're 
hired." 

“If I'd gone there and said, ‘I 
want to be a critic,’ they would 
have said, ‘We're all full.” 

“So [had to think ofa new idea. 

“If I see a play I think is bad, if 
I see one thing in it that is good, I 
write about that,” he says, “The 
lesson is: always think about new 
ways of approaching things.” 

The example is his inimitable 
review of “The Secret Garden”: 
“The worst material in the last 
quarter century, God-awful 
beyond any human comprehen- 
sion,” he says. “But I thought the 
girl was terrific - so I wrote about 
her. 

“T only spread the good news. 
As a result, I'm one of the more 
beloved people in the Broadway 
community. 

“If ever you’ve been looking at 
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a magazine that you like and you 
say to yourself, ‘Boy, I wish 
they’d write about ... ,’ well, be 
the one to write them the letter 
and say, ‘I'd like to write a story 
on whatever.” 

“People write the books they’d 
like to see on bookshelves - it 
seems to me ‘Seventeen’ could 
use a travel column by a kid. 

“When you're looking to be a 
writer, always try to find some- 
thing that isn’t there yet,” he con- 
tinues. “Try to fill a void. Try to 
find a way of doing something 
that hasn’t been done. Look for a 
new angle. That's important. If 
you just want to do what everyone 
else has done, then you'll have to 
go on a waiting list. 


“Look at it in a different way. I 
did - and I got the job and here it 
is, five years later. I was just elect- 
ed president of the New York 
Drama Critics Association - 
which is interesting because I'm 
not really a critic.” 

It’s quite the journey from “The 
Best Report” and “Theater Week” 
to Filichia’s personal bests and 
practical philosophy, to more 
lessons in try angles and trade 
secrets, 

“Maybe I'll get up and write my 
column for ‘Theater Week,’” he 
continues. “Or maybe I'll write a 
book.” 

He tells the tale of his latest 
teen novel, “The Most 
Embarrassing Mother in the 
World,” from conception to con- 
clusion, using it as another exam- 
ple with which to hammer home 
his multiple points. 

Never far from the humorous 
aside or inside, taking different 
tacks, Filichia illustrates - with 
unique examples from his theater 
and sporting lives - the ideas that: 
there’s no time like the present - 
you'll never be as young as you 
are right now; you never know 
what will happen - until you make 
it happen; and one thing does lead 
to another - it’s not just what you 
know, it’s what you know and 
who you know. 


Filichia’s book of life begins 
and ends with a .... table of con- 
tent. Happy within himself, pas- 
sionate about his vocation, he 
exudes a calm enthusiasm and an 
ability to think fast. 


“I'm basically a light-hearted 
guy,” he says. “I'm basically a 
humorist. The thing I seem to do 
well is write lightly and that’s all 
right for.me, as long as I have a 
place. In the theatrical communi- 
ty, everyone knows who I am. 


“I went to an event once where 
I was sitting in the box, and I had 
written an article for the program, 
and it was wonderful to be look- 
ing down and see everybody 
opening to that page. It was a very 
lightweight piece but I knew the 
people were enjoying it - and that 
was good enough for me.

Designed and constructed by 
Bolliger and Mabillard of 
Monthey, Switzerland, one of the 
world's premier builders of steel 
roller coasters, Kumba will 
exceed speeds of 60 mph, carry 
passengers more than 140 fect up 
in the air, and provide a maximum 
g-force of 3.75 during the two- 
minute, 54-second ride. 

"Bolliger and Mabillard has a 
well-deserved reputation for being 
on the leading edge of steel roller- 
coaster design and technology,” 
said Ueberroth. "Kumba's out- 
standing custom-designed features 
will change the standards for steel 
roller coasters in the United 
States.” 


Combining both the latest in 
roller-coaster technology and an 
array of favorite twists, the new 
ride will feature several unique 
elements that distinguish it from 
others. Located in the park's 
Congo section, Kumba will span 
more than three acres and appear 
to be built over rolling terrain. 

Passengers will be seated in 
cars four across. A total of three 
trains, each containing eight sleek 
cars, will enable Kumba to 
accommodate approximately 
1,700 guests per hour. 

The ride begins with a lift, tak- 
ing passengers up to the maxi- 
mum height of 143 feet.

these European friends. At their 
invitation, he found himself vis- 
iting their homes and seeing 
their countries. Already an 
accomplished photographer, 
Benenate decided to record the 
images from his trips. His work 
was well received in Europe and 
did not go unnoticed. The 
Biblioteque Nationale ef Paris 
and the Vatican Library is proof 
of that. 

“I met nice people from all 
over the world, that’s how the 
whole thing started,” Benenate 
said. “That is why all these 
things exist.” 

Benenate said he is looking 
forward to returning to Europe 
because he enjoys the different 
attitude of his European friends. 
He said they are more casual. 
With that in mind he won't be 
shy about calling upon a friend 
who invited him to visit 24 years 
ago. Yes, 24 years ago. 

“If they extend an invitation, 
they really mean it,” he said. “If 
they find out you were in the 
area and didn’t call on them, 
they get mean. It’s really inter- 
esting to see how the cultures 
change. Americans are so keen 
on making invitations, but they 
actually don’t want to see you. 
We're strange that way.” 

In his 20 years of teaching at 
RIT’s School of Photographic 
Arts and Sciences, Benenate, 
who retired two years ago, said 
he made many friends from the 
ranks of his students. He is still 
close with some of them and 
remains in contact with others. 

He often picks up a magazine 
from a newsstand and on occa- 
sion, discovers the work of a for- 
mer student inside the covers. 
He is proud of that but credits 
the students eagerness as the 
reason for their success. “They 
pushed you to learn,” Benenate 
said. “They were quite demand- 
ing. It was a heck of a chal- 
lenge.” 

The students became family 
members, says Benenate, who 
was still dealing with the loss of 
his wife at that time. He found 
himself devoting all of his time 
to the students. “I'd run down to 
the school cafeteria after hours, 
get a bite to eat and go back to 
the office.” 

At times, Benenate found it 
difficult to teach his. philoso- 
phies to students, Because his 
style is unlike most others, he 
had to encourage students to 
attempt new techniques. 


“You're asked to perfofm 
under strange conditions,” he 
says. “No matter where I go, I 
shoot the same way. And what I 
like is what I get. It’s very diffi- 
cult to teach other people those 
techniques.”

Offers classes called the Anti-Diet 
Weight Loss Program, suggests an 
answer.

Dr. Goldberg continues, "If 
you want to eat like a thin person, 
you need to do what they do -- eat 
only when you're hungry, eat 
exactly what you want and stop 
when your body is satisfied. 
Overeaters have trouble with all 
three steps. That's what we work 
on in the class." 


Dr. Goldberg points out that 
many overeaters use food as a 
reward or a source of consolation. 
"People who overeat tend to be 
people who deprive themselves in 
many areas of their lives. Food 
becomes a special present to 
themselves when they feel tired or 


sad or nervous. In the Anti-Dift 
Program, we encourage people 
give up their diets, which are jupt 
another form of deprivation, 
then we do a variety of activiti 
through which students learn to 
think about food like a thin pér- 
son, When you change the way 
you think, you're less likely to fall 
back into old habits." 

The 10-week course begins 
during the second week of 
February.

instincts tell her to keep her guard 
up around her son's new girl- 
friend. 

The style is deliberate, 
European. Malle takes his time 
and gives us a chance to become 
familiar with the characters and 
learn the potency of their actions 
on those around them. It's a style 
that builds character development 
and gives the plot depth. But it is 
not a style that works particularly 
well for sex scenes. 

Far less graphic that most 
Americans might expect, especial- 
ly after an initial NC-17 rating, 
the sex scenes reveal less skin and 
more emotional nudity. This is 
fine, in fact it is refreshing. But 
this can only be true once or 
twice. These scenes simply drag 
cn long past the point of revealing 
anything new about Stephen as he 
sheds his repression or Anna as 
she reveals her damaged psyche 
Eventually, the eroticism begins to 
feel more calculating and chilly 
rather than arousing. 

The movie gives us a psycho- 
logical road map to obsession and 
its coda is bleak and forthright 
Stephen can't put order back into 
his life once the emotional flood- 
gates have opened, something 
Anna understood from the onset 
But Anna is a survivor, she knows 
she can go on with the dual 
lifestyle because she can always 
take care of herself. But Stephen, 
a man constantly trying to keep 
order in his life, actually believes 
he can compartmentalize his new- 
found addiction to passion. 

Because of the dragginess that 
accompanies the overlong sex 
scenes, the movie may lull you 
into a false complacency. But stay 
with it, as the payoff is an emo- 
tional mine field that should stick 
with you for days. Irons and 
Richardson, especially Richardson, 
deliver performances that over- 
come the story's deficiencies and 
leaves us reeling with the effects 
of actions acted upon best left 
alone.
